BRITAIN’S FALLING BIRTH-RATE. 


The continuous decline in the British birth- 
rate isthe most disquieting sociological symptom 
of the present day, for the successive reports of 
the Registrar-General mark the stages of a 
process as unbroken as it is mysterious. The 
latest of these reports, dealing with the months 
April, May, and June just past, is no excep- 
tion te the general rule. It announces a birth- 
rate of 27°5 per thousand persons living, the 
lowest ever recorded for the second quarter of 
the year. It is easy to mistake the urgency of 
the problem thus presented, It has to be re- 
membered that to some extent the effects of 
the decreasing birth-rate are counteracted by 
a decreasing death-rate. And it is practically 
beyond dispute that the amount of this counter- 
action could be very much increased if the 
nation made up its mind to prevent the pre- 
ventable infant mortality which is responsible 
for so large a proportion of the deaths recorde4. 
But whatever allowance be made for these con- 
siderations no allowance can destroy the pro- 
found significance of the declining birth-rate. 
Thirty years ago over thirty-six persons were. 
born and nearly twenty-one died annually for 
every thousand persons living; the difference of 
the two rates or the net increase of the popula- 
tion was 15.4. Two years ago the nding 
figures for birth and death were 27.9 and 16.2, 
The net increase of the population was thus 
11.7 per thousand. In other words, the nation 
was in 1904 adding to its numbers at only three- 
quarters of the rate at which it had been doing 
so in 1876. This,however, gives only the results 
of a continuous process taken at two special 
points. It fails to convey in any way the myste- 
terious character. of the process itself, as asto- 
nishing in its sudden beginning in #® 
1877 as in its almost unbroken continuity. 
The slow upward movement of the birth-rate 
before 1877 had been marked by violent ‘fluc- 
tuations almost wholly absent from the swifter 
movement of decline since that year. It is 
not easy to avoid a feeling of helplesstiess 
in the face of ‘this phenomenon. No déne 
can be certain ‘what is going to happen ; 
it is not easy to have or at least to defend 
any positive opinion as to what ought to 
happen. Is there any chance of the decline in 


-| the birth-tate being checked in the néar future, 


and giving place to a fresh upward movement ! 
Will iton the other hand continue, as its pre- 
sent course suggests, till, spite of all diminution 
of-the death-rate, the population i in the United 
Kingdom reaches the stationary stage familiar 
in France? If the,decline reaches that point, 
will it stop there? Is there, in fact, anything to 
guarantee the nation against an actual decrease 
of numbers? ‘No one can really answer any 
one of these questions definitely. Nor, except 
as to the last possibility, which clearly indi- 
cates national decay,can any one really say 
what would be the most desirable conclusion. 
For the present, no doubt, there is abundant 
room for more people in Great Britain, or 
room could and will be made by further indus- 
trial development. For the present there is, 
and no doubt will be for some time .to come, 
not simply room for more people in the British 
Empire outside Great Britain, but: a vigorous 
demand for every. efficient settler that can 
be* spared. Most Colonial _ birth-rates are 
declining as rapidly or more, rapidly than 
those of the Mother Country, In the com- 
paratively near future we may perhaps fairly 
expect a continuous increase of population, 
though at a falling rate, and, having the waste 
spaces of the earth in mind, we may desire a 
yet more rapid increase. But for a future more 
distant than fifty to hundred years prophecy 
of what will happen .is impossible ; aspiration 
for what shonld happen must depend upon 
the course of the birth-rate in other nations 


and upon the progress of man’s control over 
nature.

CUTTING OF THE KHALIG. 


SATURDAY'S: CEREMONY. 


Oa Satarday the native popolation of Cairo 
was on holiday to celebrate the ancient cere- 
mony of the “catting of the Khalig.” All. the 
-Ministries and public oftices were closed for the 
‘occasion, and native trade was more or less at 
a standstill. 

With the filling up ot the Khalig and its 
conversion into a tramway road the ceremony 
was shorn of most of its former glory, and 
nowadays it has but a faint semblance to the 
festival which used to be held. 

Evrly in the afternoon the Nile - became 
crowded with oraft of various sizos, which 
collected in the vicinity of Kasr-el-Nil Bridge, 
and shortly after three o'clock the gaily deco- 
rated Akaba passed, firing a salate of twenty- 
one gans, with the cavalry band of the Egyp- 
tian Army on board. All these vessels made 
their way towards the “fonm” cf the non- 
existent Khalig, and tor many hours they made 
short excarsions to and: fro. with delighted and 
noisy burdens of humanity. ; 

It was not antil nive o'clock, however, that 
the reception was held by H.B. Mahmond 
Pasha Sidky, representing his Highness the 
Khedivye, and at that hour the scene was.very 
animated and did not lack pictaresqaene3s. 
Several large marquees had been erected on 
both sides of tha old Foum el Khalig, and 
these, brilliantly illaminated, were crowded 
with natives, among whom mingled - officers of 
the Ezyptian Army and the Army. of Occapa- 
tion, Eoglish Government offisials and mseny 
civilians. 

The river presented a very pretty scene with 
tha pamerous boats passing up and dowa, 
lanterns with glasses of various hues hanging 
from the riggings and decks of the larger 
dahsbiehs. Aboot half-past nine the _fire- 
work display commencad and for some time 
one was deafened by the banging of aqaibs 
and similar pieces, mix3d with the hissing 
of rockats and cathorine wheels. The fire- 
works incladed miny “set pieces” of dif. 
erent desigas, and though one was at times 
rather fearful of tha rocket sticks—for the 
rockets were fired off with an absolute disre- 
gard of direction,—the sight was excellent 
and enjoyable. 

Shortly before ten o'clock the Govarnor 
of Cuiro left the scene, accompanied by a 
mounted bodyguard and was again salated 
by tke firing cf 19 gang. Most of those who 
had -been invited to the reception left im- 
mediately after the departure of Mahmond 
Pasha Sidky, though the fireworks continued 
for some time, and as we drove away wa 
were almost choked by the sulphuorous fames,

PRINCE IBRAHIM’S DEATH

FULL DETAILS OF THE ACCIDENT, | 


The mortal remains of Prince-Mohamed Bey 
Ibrahim “will:be embarked at Marseilles on 
board the:Messageries Maritimes 8.8. Portugal 
on Thursday next, and will arrive at Alex- 
andria to-morrow. week. 

The following details of the catastrophe are 
taken from the latest reporte from Paris :— 

The Prince was driying on the road from 
Paris to Cherbourg. Near Bernay, in the Eare, 
his car, going at fallspeed, at a level crossing 
dashed into a pastenger train ranning from 
Thiberville .to Cormeilles. The hock was 
terrible, and the car was smashed to atoms by 
the heavy .train. The Prince and his Paris 
chauffeur, D’Arangeon, were projected to a 
distance, and both were found terribly injared 
and anconscioug. D’Arangeon was carried ‘into 
a hoase at Thiberville, where he died within 
an hour. Prince. Mohamed Ibrahim was taken 
to the Bernay Hospital, where the doctors 
decided that a trepanning operation shoald 
take place when the Prince had rallied a little, 


‘The departmental legal officials held an in- 


quiry at Bernay after the accident, and have 
attributed it to the excessive speed at which 
the motor-car was driven. : 

Prince Mohamed Ibrahim .was staying at 
Deanyille,and on Friday, after having played 
in a polo match, he went tor the fateful 
drive. The Prince lived in the Rue de Ja 
Faisanderie, near the Bois de Boulogne, in a 
house formerly occupied by a military attaché 
of the British Embassy. He gave orders six 
months ago for the construction of a splendid 
honge in the Avenue Kléber, near that of his 
father-in-law, Prince, Ibrahim Hilmi. This place 
is expected to he ready for occapation-towards 
the.endof the present year. The Prince was 
fond of all sorts of sport, and fer some -time 
past had taken up motoring with great, assi- 
daity, frequently going on’ long excursions 
with the Princess all over the Continent. He 
left, with his family, for Deauville on Augast 
1, having hired therg the Villa Coutant and 
the fine grounds attached. 

Soon after the Prince was settled at the 
villa, his chauffeur, D’Arangeon, went down 
there with a newly-purchased 60 horse power 
motor-car. D’Arangeon had been in the Prince's 
employ for nearly two years, and had gone 
over Italy, Austria, Hungary, and Germany 
without a hitch. He was a carefal driver, and. 
his colleagues in Paris say that he is possibly 
a victim tookedience, as he had to leave his 
master to drive, and most of tha accidents 
ocoar in that way. The chauffeur, it is said, 
was constantly told by the Princess not to 
allow her husband to drive, asthe Prince lost 
his coolness when in charge. 

The Princess—who,with ker children, was at 
Deauville—delayed dinner on Friday night 
owing to ber husband’s absence. Later on, 
fearing the worst, she had the adjoining 
country searched throughout the night. She 
only heard the fatal news on Saturday after- 
noon from Paris. The explanation of this is 
that when the Prince was conveyed to the 
Bernay Hospital unconscious, no papers giving 
his Deauville address’ were foand on him. The 
Paris address, Rue de la Faisanderie, was, 
however, discovered on a letter, and a telegram 
announcing the accident was sent there from 
the hospital. | 

Another account says :— 

The.original accounts of this most terrible. 
of autocar accidents were sadly lacking in some 
essential details. It is now’known -that the 
mishap occurred shortly after seven o'clock on. 


| Friday evening. The chavffeur was driving 


at a rapid rate, and'hoped to shoot over the 
level crossing between Bernay and Cormoilles 
He. saw the 
train, bat went on and the antocar, caught by 
the engine, was smashed up. The people in 
the train ehrieked.with terror as they beheld 
the oollision and saw the two men in the 
motorcar projected along the railway. The 
train was stopped, and the driver and the 
stoker got off the epgine and.went to assist 
the sufferers. D’Arangeon, the Prince's chanf- 
feur, was delirious. His chest was smashed 
and his legs and arms brokan. The Prinog, 
anconscicus, had a -fractared skull, and his 
ribs and left arm were broken. Some of the 
pasengers inthe train, which was standing 
on the line, left their carriages and ran on 
to Thiberville for doctors and stretchers 
for the injared men. ‘The ‘chanffeur was 
oarried to a farmhouse, where he was attended 
to, but he died within an honr, The Prince 
was conveyed tothe Bernay Hospital, whore 
he underwent trepanning, bat passed away 
after it. He had ‘not only been injured in the 
head, bat in the lower part of the body, and 
his condition from the first was hopeless.

“EGYPT'S TRADE, 


GERMAN .COMPETITION. 


The article in the Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Egypt re German 
trade here has aroused great interest in 
England. Commenting on the article in. ques- 
tion, “Commercial lntelligence” of last week 
mentions a ramour that the shipping com- 
panies trading between the Continent and the 
Mediterranean and Black Sea ports have also 
arrived at a “mutaal understanding,” but this 
point requires confirmation. Supplementing 
the Board of Trade’s extracts, “Commercial 
‘Tatelligence” adds, on the subject of direct 
dealing, that the Englishman argaes—and 


.| with some show of reason—that it is better 


to sell to a well knowo home merchant than 
to ran the risk of making bad debts through 
an agent in Ezypt. This handicaps the British 
goods by their having to pay an intermediate 
profit before being placed on the Egyptian 
market. The German saves this profit, and 
though he may make certain bad debts, he 
trosts to recoup himse!f by means of a larger 
tutnover. In reference to trade credits, the 
aim of the German is to get into the.country, 
but the result of the lavish oredit is that 
German failues are largely on-the increase.

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THE DATE PALM SCALB. 


A new and very interesting species, the first 
African representative of the genus Sphaero 
coccus, has been discovered by Mr. Walter 
Draper, F.L.S., who for the last. ten years 
has been in charge of the Government Gardens, 
Delta Barrage, near Cairo. This new species 
of scale insect, which is extremely common on 
date palms in Egypt, occurs in the form of 
white patches on the bise of the leaf-atalke 
immediately below the head of the palm. It 


has received the name Sphaerococcus Drapori, 


Newstead. ; 

Mr. Robert Newstead, the expert on Cocci- 
dae at the Liverpool University, to whom 
specimens were sent for identification, states 
that “the female of the new species is distin- 
guished chiefly by the minnte rodimentary 
antenrie. the entire absence of legs, and the 
character of the waxlike covering. The larva 
is also characterized by the antenna which has 
the first segment unosually broad. There are 
also other minute differences.” 

' The diagnostic characters of the genus are: 

Adult females, naked or producing cotton or 
wax ; anal tubercles abeent ; anal orifice 
without hairs ;antenne usually of less than 
seven joints, but sometimes atrephied ; lege 
preeent, atrophied or deformed. 

Kighteen species are recorded from Austra- 
lia, nearly all of which inhabit galls on various 
species of eucalyptua, eto. ; two are described 
from the United States of America, one from 
Japan, and the newly-discovered one in Egypt, 
which has 
makes a total of twenty-one species. 

We understand that Mr. Draper, who has 
had some considerable experience with scale 
and other insect pests in Egypt, is about to 
publish a small work on Egyptian coccids,

St. Pererssura, August 25. 

Handreds of thoasands of roubles are stolen 
daily from trains and banks and factories 
throughout Raasia. The mail-bag from Erivan 
reached the Capital yesterday with tha seals 
nocut, bat the bag was filled with packets of 
lead, 150,000 roubles having been abstracted. 

27 persons were arrested yesterday at the 
powder factory of Schlasselburg, which is at 
present working at the highest pressure. Enor- 
mous quantities of munitions are go‘ng to 
Poland and the Canucasas. ( 

A bomb explosion occurred at a reception 
held in M. Stolypin’s villa here. M. Stolypin 
has escaped unhurt, but his son is injared. 

(Later). The bomb was thrown in M. 
Stolypin’s ante-chamber by a man dressed as 
an officer. All persons in the room, including 
several prominent offisials, were killed. The 
villa is practically wrecked. The casnalties 
amount to about 40. 

M. Stolypin’s 15-year-old daughter had both 
her legs shattered. ( Peuter) 


St. Pererssura, August 25. 

Daring the course of a reception at M. 
Stolypin’s villa, four strange men, two civi- 
lians and two military, arrived in a carriage, 
made their way into the ante-chamber, and let 
fall a bomb. The explosion which resulted 
Gestroyed a portion of the villa and killed 
General Zimiatine, who was attached to the 
petson of M. Stolypin, tha chamberlain Voro- 
nine, the four conspirators, and everybody 
present. It broke the legs of M. Stolypin’a 
daoghter, and wounded his son. There are said 
to ba forty killed or wounded. ( Hawa: )

- Tweuty-seven persons were killed by the 
bomb explosion in M. Stolypin’s villa, inclad- 
ing his daughter, General Zamiatine, the Im- 
perial Councillor K vostoff, the Court Chamber- 
lains Voronia and Davidoft, the Gendarmerie- 
Colonel Felodoff, Prinee Nakashidjes, four 
ladies and two children, and geveral servants 
and guards. 

Later details show that four men, tao of 
whow were disguised in military uniforms and 
two dressed as civilians, drove up after the 
visitors’ list was closed and were refused admis- 
gion, which they attempted to force. A stroggle 
@ith the servants then ensued during which a 
Terrori:t, disguised as an officer, prematorely 
dropped a bomb concealed in his helmet. ‘fhe 
bomb exploded with terrific torca, destroying 
the rooms on the ground floor and the balcony 
of the first floor wherg M. Stolypin’s children 
were seated. The Premier was then in his 
private cabinet; hence his escape, Most of the 
victims mere in the . te-room. T'wo of the 
conspirators were h..ed, and the others 
wounded. 

Thirty three

ox preference interest is abundantly covered, 
bat there are ¢ great number of other safe and 
agsirable olassea of enterpjise. ‘The countries 
that seous to me to offar at present iuflaitely 
thie best figld foy investment are Canada, parte 
of South America, and, subjact to political 
developments, Egypt. 

Ido not like municipal securities, home, 
colonial, or foreign, as I believe that within ten 
yeara, anything from fifty to one handred mil- 
lion sterling will be lost in thom, as a result of 
the money being launched into enterprises of 
which the men at the helm know nothing. 

I am convinced that as city corporations are 
becoming more and more tradiog concerns, 
their credit will shortly go frum a 4 per cent, 
toa 5 per cent. basis, andthat eventually an 
extremely serious crisis must be precipitated 
all over the world, as the resalt of a vast som 
of capital being placed in the hands of the 
chosen of the people to waste in attempting 
enterprises which they lack the special train- 
ing, life's experience, and freq aently the ability 
to understand. 

The general investor should not invest in 
ordinary stocks, and I am convinced that ordi 
nary stocks should never be parchased under 
any circumstances to yjeld less than 5 per 
cent, nO matter what their nature. or where 
the enterprise may be situated, be they Buglish 
railways, breweries, or any‘h'‘ng else, except in 
the rare instances where, for s»ms3 clear, defi 
nite concrete reason, it is practically certain 
the income of the immediate fatare will in- 
crease, and, in other words, where tha fature 
is being bought.

The deep-seated race fead which reigne 
between Greeks and Rassians on Mount Athos 
has again broken out in violent encounters, 
there was a songuinary affray, and 
the Turkish gendarmerie, a Moslem force, had 
to be called in to enforce peace between the 
Christian factions. This year the riot has been 
hatween the monks of the Stavronikila district 
on the north-east of the Athos peniosula, and 
many Russians were woonded. The affair has 
been oarried before the central council of the 
20 convents of Athos, at Karyes, the capital. 
The trouble has its origin in the systematic 
way in which the Russian monks increase the 
number of their buildings and cells. This evi- 
dent determination to acquire a preponderance 
of numbers which shall ultimately place the 
general direction of affairs in Rossian hands ig 
viewed with bitter hostility by the (ireeks,

The Medical Officer for Essex states that 
year by year the death roll from cancer is 
increasing. The figure of 527 in 1900 has 
increased to 721; and he is of the opinion 
that in a few decades cancer will be the canse 
of more deaths than any other disease. At 
present it is the cause of about the same 
namber of deatha as all the following diseases 
pat together :—Small-pox, rcar!et fever, measles, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, and whooping cough. 
Dr. Thresher adds that cancer may be dae to 
the increasing use of some particolar articles 
of food.
